soil conditions which ltavo given Ca- 
nada her wheat fields and her timber 
lands have altio provided grna tig 
grouiuls and winter pholtora for 11 
great variety ot big giuno. Canada's 
forests ami open spaces were, on the 
arrival of the first whllo men abund- 
antly stocked with game, and although 
both animals and b rds retired bo 
fore Iho advance of settlement thern 
was fortunately In 4tvery sect on of 
the country nonio natural sanctuary 
into which they could retreat to live 
and multiply in Hnfoty. There whs 
a time, in early days, when sot tiers 
striving to clear lands tor cultivated 
fields looked upon iho forest mid 
lite game It contained at a phase of 
ihivelopment that must pass away. 
In those days there was Utile regard 
for season or mi not tuny but fortunat- 
ely Canada was so big unit Hie hlni- 
01 land so vast thai the name escaped 
destruction, Heavy Inroads were 
sometimes made on certain species, 
ami a It'stor'.an writing In ISS'i pre 
dieted the early disappearance of ilio 
moose from a certain district, Today, 
a hundred years later, iiioomi are 
much more plentiful In Hint section 
than they were then, and people today 
value big game too h'ljltly to run any 
r sks of its extermination by pouchlm; 
and pothuntlng. 

Thus, all over Canada, there Is a 
growing renlimtion of tliu vaine of 

the resource we have In big game 
and a determination to nmko the best 
use of it for today and for tomorrow, 
The Idea that prevails In some coun- 
tries, that (itime Is 11 luxury In which 
tit,, average olt'zon Is not Interested 
has uo foothold in Canada because 
the opportunities for sport aro open 
to everybody. In this ape too. when 
life in town and country Is lived at 
high tension, reeroat'on Is necessary 
for all and the best forms of recrea- 
tion are those which keep people In 
the open a'r and which provide a 
chance from the regular occupations 
of life. This Is true in a high degree 
of hunting whether with gun or cam- 
era. People are becoming seized of 
the fact that game is a creat natural 
resource and one that must not be 
pu ru tted to decrease, and further, 
that in Canada hunting Is not carried 
oti at the expense of any other inter- 
est in crowded Europe n old times ar- 
able fields were turned into forests to 
make hunting grounds for the wealthy 
but Canada Is fortunate In hav'ng 
great stretches of land suited only to 
the growing of timber, and to forests 
the rosrulated hunting of game Is not 
an injury; on the other hand this 
contact cf town dwellers w'th the 
crtat outdoors is really .1 benefit 
sr.ee it makes them conscious of the 
va'.ue of the woodlands' 

The big game animals which may 
be taken In Canada are moose, car- 
ibou, deer, bighorn shiep Kooky 
Mour.ta n goat, bear, grlzziy bear, 
and iyr.x. Moose, deer, and bear are 
the chief animals hunted ir. the Mar- 
itimes, in Quebec and Ontario, and 
in the i'rairie Provinces, and In most 
cf them caribou may also be hunted 
.-. season. In the Prairie Provinces 
and Br;t rh Columb'a buffalo and 
antelope aie protected at ail seasons 
and this is the case In regard to elk 
or wapiti, except in certain localities. 
There h an open season for bighorn 
vi4.«-p and mountain goat tn Alberta 
and Jiri'ish Columbia. 

In addition to the big game the 
game birds, which may h" sliol are 
duck, brant, goose, woodcock, Wil- 
son's en !>•-. i" 1, ptarmigan; prairie 
nicken ruffi'J. g rouse, and Muiicnr- 
j l«n partridge,
